EXTREMISM 
by  Jerry  B.  Anderson 


During  the  past  several  years  we  have 
been  witnessing  a game  of  verbal  volleyball. 
People  around  the  world  have  ))een  “spiking” 
the  extremism  ball  down  each  others  throats. 
I thought  I might  enjoy  the  game,  and  set 
about  to  learn  a little  more  about  the  ball 
and  how  to  play  it  before  I got  too  serious 
about  it. 

In  the  rule  book  for  verbal  volleyball  we 
find  that  an  extremist  is  a “person  who  has 
advanced  or  radical  ideas.”  It  mentioned  ad- 
vanced ideas  as  being  far  ahead  of  others 
and  that  a person  with  radical  ideas  “wishes 
to  root  out  old  customs  and  institutions.” 
That  sounded  reasonable. 

HISTORY  OF  EXTREMISM  GAME 

In  looking  over  the  history  of  the  ex- 
tremism game  I ran  across  several  very 
interesting  players.  There  was  one  fellow 
that  was  named  Columbus.  He  actually  had 
an  absurd  idea  about  the  world  being  round 
— he  was  extremely  right.  When  he  set  sail 
he  didn’t  know  where  he  was  goin^.  He  didn’t 
know  where  he  was  when  he  got  there,  and 
when  he  returned  he  didn’t  know  where  he 
had  been.  And  the  whole  game  was  financed 
with  government  money. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  players  on  the 
early  American  extremist  team  was  Pat- 
rick Henry.  His  battle  cry  was,  “give  me 
liberty  or  give  me  death.”  In  our  day  the 
cry  has  been  modified  by  the  American  ex- 
tremist team  — “I’d  rather  be  dead  than 
red.” 

“MORMON”  TEAM 

After  reading  all  about  the  game  of  ex- 
tremism in  the  past,  I decided  to  try  it,  and 
joined  the  “Mormon”  team.  The  “Mormons” 
are  the  world’s  best  extremists.  They  spend 
a lot  of  money  every  year  trying  to  recruit 
new  members.  In  fact,  they  are  so  extreme 
they  don’t  think  anyone  else  in  the  whole 
world  has  the  kind  of  team  you  can  win  on. 
I enjoy  the  “Mormon”  way  of  playing  so 
much  that  it  has  become  a whole  way  of 
life  to  me.  I use  the  team  rules  in  school, 
work,  politics,  family  life,  and  in  every  way 
I can. 


There  are  a lot  of  extremist  teams  to- 
day that  fit  the  description  of  “having  ad- 
vanced ideas  — far  ahead  of  others.”  Most 
of  them  are  very  happy  to  share  their  litera- 
ture and  ideas  with  others.  Some  of  you  with 
economic  background  might  like  to  find  out 
about  the  Foundation  for  Economic  Educa- 
tion, Irvington  on  Hudson,  New  York.  Those 
with  a real  talent  for  the  game  may  want 
to  try  the  John  Birch  Society,  The  Christian 
Crusade,  Dan  Smoot,  Richard  Cotton,  or 
some  of  like  stature. 

DIFFERENT  LEAGUE 
The  extremists  with  “radical  ideas”  are 
playing  in  a different  league  — COPE,  CFR, 
Anti-defamation  League,  Student  Non-violent 
Coordination  committee,  DuBois  Club,  and 
the  American  Nazi  Party  are  some  of  them. 
I don’t  recommend  playing  on  their  teams.

Since  the  close  of  World  War  II,  the 
world  has  experienced  the  kind  of  technolog- 
ical advance  which  has  been  instrumental  in 
reducing  the  size  of  our  globe  dramatically. 
Weapons  have  become  powerful  enough  to 
guarantee  tremendous  destruction  on  a global 
scale.  Emerging  nations  voice  expectations  in 
the  light  of  their  poverty  in  relation  to  the 
developed  Western  world,  and  international 
communication  increases  via  the  U.N.  and 
other  agencies  in  order  to  discuss  mutual  aid 
and  defense.  All  this  is  instrumental  in  the 
exchange  of  cultural,  political,  and  economic 
thought,  as  well  as  increased  human  contact. 

APPROACH  TO  PEACE 

After  the  emergence  of  the  nuclear  bomb 
and  other  means  of  mass  destruction,  a way 
had  to  be  found  to  insure  peace,  for  now  the 
very  existence  of  the  human  race  was  at 
stake.  The  stumbling  blocks  to  peace  were 
proclaimed  to  be:  lack  of  communication, 
poverty,  ignorance,  disease,  and  most  of  all, 
nationalism.  One  must  investigate  any  new 
approach  to  peace,  for  all  the  old  ones  have 
not  worked  in  the  light  of  empirical  fact. 

Since  the  absence  of  national  poverty, 
etc.,  is  historically  no  guai’antee  for  peace, 
nationalism  has  been  the  main  target  of  the 
modern  peace-builders.  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  the  liberal  thinker  is  such  an  enthusias- 
tic supporter  of  internationalism.  His  support 
is  quite  emotional  and  morally  founded  in 
the  sincere  yearning  for  peace.  Institution- 
alized internationalism  exists  today  only  in 
its  embryo  form  in  such  institutions  as  the 
U.N. 

Even  though  the  U.N.  is  an  assembly  of 
often  fiercely  nationalistic  countries,  the  first 
step  has  been  made.  Through  its  presence  and 
by  way  of  U.S.  financial  support,  poverty  and 
disease  are  being  attacked  around  the  world 
and,  more  important  — nationalism  is  thusly 
reduced  through  the  central  authorities  of 
the  U.N. 

NATIONAL  GOVERNMENT 
ISOLATIONIST 

Through  countless  efforts  by  UNESCO 
and  all  other  agencies,  the  young  as  well 
as  the  old  are  being  educated  to  think  in 
terms  of  world  goveniment  rather  than  local 
or  national  government,  which  is  portrayed 
as  being  isolationist,  and  hence,  in  the  way 
of  world-brotherhood,  peace,  etc.,  etc.  W. 
W.  Rostow,  who  is  a chief  advisor  in  the 
present  administration  calls  nationalism  a 
“Sentimental  hangover  from  medieval  times. 

Personally,  I am  proud  to  call  myself 
a “Nationalist.”  Webster’s  definition  is  as 
follows:  “1.  An  advocate  of  national  independ- 
ence, unity,  etc.”  I do  not  accept  the  theory 
that  the  absence  of  poveiTy,  disease,  or  na- 
tionalism will  bring  peace,  for  all  these  things 
were  absent  even  in  heaven.  In  this  imperfect 
world,  nationalism  is  a great  blessing  if  it 
does  not  deteriorate  into  extremes  like  those 
of  Hitler’s  National-Socialism.  On  the  other 
hand,  a premature  conglomeration  of  too 
many  different  ethnic  groups  and  nations 
under  one  government  must  seem  equally 
monstrous.

CIVIL  RIGHTS:  WHO  HELPS  THE 
COMMUNISTS  MOST?

The  Civil  Rights  Movement  has  been  mal^ 
igned  for  a long  time  by  conservative  fat 
tions.  We  are  asked  what  is  wrong  with  Cr 
Rights  and  told  the  answer  is  nothing  bu: 
that  there  is  a good  deal  wrong  with  wha' 
is  being  done  in  the  name  of  Civil  Rights 
As  everything  else  whkh  is  unsuitable  U 
the  conservative  extremist’s  palate  the  Civi 
Rights  Movement  is  allegedly  a Communis' 
controlled  scheme.  I do  not  dispute  that  Com 
munists  are  involved  in  Civil  Rights  but  fee 
that  if  the  ends  of  the  Movement  are  real 
ized  it  will  do  the  Communists  less  goo( 
than  if  segregation  and  discrimination  wew 
going  full  blast. 

I will  not  take  the  space  to  enumerate 
and  describe  the  inequalities  and  prejudices!  fc: 
discrimination  to  which  the  Negroes  weii 
and  still  are  subjected.  If  anyone  does  nO! 
know  it  is  pi'obably  because  he  doesn’t  wani 
to  or  doesn’t  care.  However,  I would  lilfll’ 
to  point  out  some  interesting  aspects  of  th* 
problem  which  have  come  to  my  notice  ant 
then  ask  you  to  consider  who  is  most  aiding 
the  Communist  cause  — Civil  Rights  work 
ei’s  or  their  opponents  ? 

Consider  the  International  Political  stagejr 
Communism  is  consolidating  its  hold  on  om 
third  of  the  world’s  population  while  thos< 
on  the  free  democratic  or  republican  govern 
ments  number  one  fifth  of  the  populatioi 
of  our  earth.  The  U.S. A.  is  the  leader  of  th< 
“free”  world  because  it  cares  about  freedom 
and  has  the  resources  to  resist  Communisn: 
on  a large  scale. 

Now  imagine  the  situation  of  the  peoplei 
in  the  largely  uncommitted  emergent  na- 
tions. Remember  most  of  these  peoples  ii 
Afica  and  Asia  are  colored.  Then  considei 
these  statement,.  Firstly  from  Tom  Mboj^ 
who  at  the  time  of  this  uttera^ 
was  Chairman  of  the  All-African  people’ 
Conference: — “Segration  robs  the  Unitec  . 
States  of  the  moral  standing  she  needs 
she  is  to  give  effective  leadership  to  th< 
free  world.”  Next  consider  the  words  of  Sid 
ney  Hook,  chaiinian  of  New  York  Univei-si 
ty’s  Philosophy  Department:  — “Colorec 
Asia  and  Colored  Africa  will  never  look  t( 
us  for  leadership,  will  never  accept  our  pro 
fessions  of  freedom  seriously,  until  we  solve ' 
the  problem  of  racial  discrimination  and  seg- 
regation. We  are  on  the  way  to  do  it,  bu’ 

■we  may  not  have  time  before  Asia  and  Afric4i 
are  lost  to  the  free  world.” 

Both  these  statements  were  made  in  1951 
and  progress  has  been  made  since  then  undej  uj 
the  Kennedy  and  Johnson  administrations  kPr 

The  issue  is  not  clear  cut  and  I impuh  k 
insincerity  to  none,  but  if  we  are  really  con- 
cerned over  what  happens  to  the  rest  of  th< 
world  should  we  do  not  consider  this  poin' 
of  Civil  Rights  in  international  perspective 
Let  us  all  be  realistic  and  ask  ourselves  tin 
question  — who  is  really  helping  the  Com 
munist  cause  in  the  world  — Civil  Right* 
helping  the  Communist  cause  in  the  world  — 
Civil  Rights  workers  or  their  extremist  op 
ponents. 


BLOW-UP 

Dear  Mr.  Summers: 

I was  the  one  sitting  in  back  of 
you  that  walked  out  of  “Blow-Up” 
Friday  night.  I am  not  aware  of 
the  level  of  your  standards,  be- 
ing a non-member  from  the  de- 
generate, wicked,  and  carnal  out- 
side world  of  the  East,  but  to  me 
that  movie  was  positively  repug- 
nant.

The  House  Committee  on  un-American  Activities, 
ften  sensitive  to  the  lamentations  (wailing  and  gnash-

The  Committee  said  it  had  discovered  “top  rank- 
ig  Communists”  working  with  Martin  Luther  King’s 
upporters  in  planning  spectacular  anti-war  demonstra- 
;on  to  be  climaxed  by  protest  marches  in  New  York  and 
an  Francisco. 

PKEDICTEI)  FAILURE 

Chairman  Edwin  Willis,  D-LA.,  who  was  fully 
.ware  of  the  call  for  500,000  demonstrators,  wisely 
redicted,  “I  am  convinced  they  will  not  get  anything 
ke  this  number.”  “The  marches  will  be  a failure  in  this 
aspect  though  they  will  succeed  in  providing  a lot  of 
rist  for  the  worldwide  Communist  propaganda  mill.” 

Well,  Communist  inspired  or  not,  the  demonstrations 
;ere  a flop.  Oh  yes,  they  did  march  in  New  York,  San 
'h’ancisco  and  sundry  other  spots.  It  would  'be  hard 
0 guess  how  many ; possibly  100,000  in  New  York  and 
ot  more  than  25,000  in  San  Francisco.  Obviously,  not 
lalf  as  many  showed  up  as  was  anticipated  by  Dr.  King 
md  his  questionable  associates. 

Dr.  King,  who  is  apparently  convinced  that  the 
U’ess  wants  to  sabotage  his  plans  by  embarrassing  him, 
ras  quite  disappointed  with  the  half-hearted  response  of 
lis  otherwise  rabid  fans. 

FEW  NEGROES 

Still,  there  were  plenty  of  people  who  did  partici- 
late  in  the  “mobilization  campaign.”  There  were  beat- 
Uks,  placard  poets,  card  burners,  flag  burners  and  others 
urious  enough  to  sneak  out  on  a warm  day  and  watch 
he  colorful  production. 

Surprisingly  enough,  only  a few  Negroes  showed 
ip.  One  might  suspect  that  many  Negroes  are  not  too 
mpressed  with  Dr.  King’s  inspired  plan  to  link  pro- 
«sts  over  Vietnam  with  the  Civil  Rights  movement.

The 
Lamanite  shall  be  ordained, 
washed  and  annointed  and  enter 
into  the  glory  of  the  Lord  and  be 
crowned  with  authority  and  pow- 
er never  ending.”
